The events that immediately preceded the 
granting of Magna Carta, are ſomewhat va. i 
riouſly related by the old hiſtorians . but the 
ſubſtance of thoſe accounts is, by Mr. Juſtice W 
Blackſtone, abſtracted with that elegance and 
perſpicuity which to eminently diſtinguiſh 
his pen, in the Introduction prefixed to his 
edition df MAGNA CarTa. The follow- 
ing account of the original grant and enu— 
meration of the ſeveral renewals of Magna 
Carta, will be found of ule to the {ſtudent 
in his perufal of the ancient law writers, and 
occaſional reference to the old hiſtorians, 
who, in mentioning this venerable record of 
Our liberties, are frequently led into great miſ- 
takes, and apparent contradictions of each 
other, through the obſcurity which, in more 
remote times, involved the ſubje& of the 
alterations and amendments that had pro- 
greſſively taken place in the ſeveral re- enac- 
tions of this important declaration of our le- 
gal rights. This intereſting part of our hif- 
tory is greatly illuſtrated in the above elegant 
work, trom whence the following particulars 
are principally extracted.

The laws and uſages of this part of France, 
and of our country, being at this period very 
ſimilar, and probably reciprocally derived 
from each other, this collection may pro- 
perly form a part of the Engliſh lawyer's li- 
brary; it was firſt publiſhed by Beauma- 
noir in 1690.

3.), of which he quotes ſeveral caſes 
from an antient Ms. in the library of the In- 
ner Temple, preſented to that ſociety by Sir 
Robert Barker, knt. chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer, temp. Philip and Mary. It is alſo 
obſervable, that the MS. above quoted by 
Selden ſeems to be a different collection of 
the caſes of this reign from that afterwards 
publithed by Mr. Serjeant Maynard, on the 
recommendation, as it is faid, of lord chief 
juſtice Hale; ſeveral of the caſes there men- 
tioned by Mr. Selden, not appearing to be 
extant in the collection of Maynard, and 
others, though nearly in the ſame words, 
yet not ſo fully reported as in the firſt- men- 
tioned collection. It is further remarkable, 
that in 33 Eliz. (Cro. FE liz. 218) a caſe 
was determined on the authority of a book 
caſe 12 Edw. II. which was admitted by the 
court, from a written book, as it is ſaid by the

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Edw. reporter, and on occaſion of that determi. 
nation being quoted as authority in the caſt 
of Sacheyerel and Frogate (1 Vent. 16g), 
lord Hale directed ſearch to be made in the 
MS. annals of this reign, in Lincoln's Inn 
library (from whence. Maynard's collection 
was printed) ; but the caſe not being therein 
to be found, the court ſeemed inclined t 
think the reference was erroneous 1n point 
of time, and that the caſe meant to be relied 
on was one of 12 Edw. III. which, hoy. 
ever, was in a principal point very different; 
and it further appears, that the ſame re. 
ference occurs in the report of the ſame 
caſe, 33 Eliz. in Owen 9. (V. Nelſon's Lut. 
wych, 448). From the circumſtances above. 
mentioned it ſeems probable, that the book 
roduced in that caſe was a more compleat 
collection of the annals of this reign, than 
that which we have in print. It 1s further 
obſervable, that the collection of Richard de 
Winchedon does not appear to have been 
ſearched in the cafe of Sacheverell and Fro- 
gate; whence it ſeems probable, that the 
written book produced in 33 Eliz. was that 
of Richard de Winchedon, and it is much 
to be lamented, that this antient collection 
is not now to be found in the library in 
which it was extant in Mr. Selden's time, 
nor is it known what is become of it. V. 
Ames I. 302. 

MIRROR or JUSTICES. 

This work has alſo been the ſubje& of much 
contrariety of opinion among the learned; in 
particular, lord Coke relies very much upon 

the 
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Edw. the antiquity of this treatiſe, as being of a date 
II. prior to the Conqueſt; many things having 
been added thereunto by Horne, a learned and 
diſcreet man, as his lordſhip obſerves, of the 
reign of Edward IJ. On the other hand, 
Horne is reputed to be little better than an 
impoſtor, by the learned Dr. Hickes, in his 
Diſjert. E177. a4 T heſaur. Vet, Ling, Sebten'. 
2, &. A modern writer ſuggeſts a ſo- 
lution which ſeems to reconcile the apparent 
inconſiſtencies of theſe opinions, from the 
probability of the exiſtence of a work of this 
title, as antient as the date ſuppoſed by lord 
Coke, which Horne might incorporate and 
model into the work now in our hands, with 
{uch additions as he thought proper to make 
thereto. It is obſerved, that, whatever claim 
to antiquity it may poilels, a great part of 
it is certainly written after Fieta and Britton, 
and it is accordingly generally aicribed to the 
reign of Edward Il. V. Recves's Hit. Eng. 
Law, II. 358. 

It treats generally of all branches of the 
law of that time, civil and criminal, and is, 
notwithſtanding the above objections, a cu— 
rious, intereſting, and in a certain degree 
an authentic tract upon our old law *. See k 
lord Coke, pref. to q and 10 Rep. Reeves's | 
Hiſt. vol. II. 358, and Barrington's Obſ. t. 
4tit edit, where a curious account is given of 
the remarkable coincidence of ſeveral nations 
in Europe, in adopting this title in their early 
law books.

have taken its preſent form by the ſepara- 
tion of the Commons from the Lords *; and 
of the many important acts of the legiſlature 
of this reign, it is obſervable, that they ſeem 
to have been preſerved with more care than 
in the former reigns ; the antient collections 
of the ſtatutes from this period being gene- 
rally entitled Nova Statuta, probably from 
the circumſtance of ſome new arrangement 
adopted in the colle ding of them. The 
compilation of the ſtatute-book having alſo, 
from the era of the commencement of this 
icign, taken a more correct and regular form 
(notwithſtanding ſome omiſſions, and ſeve— 
ral inſertions of ſtatutes of imperie& and ob- 


jectionable authority, which it is intended 


to notice in a future ſection), and being ex- 
tant, with few variations, in all the general 
collections and editions of it, a further re- 
capitulation of the ſeveral ſtatutes is in this 
place thought unnecetſary. It is now pro- 
poled to notice the ſeveral legal records, wri- 
ters of law, and treatiſes on law ſubjects, 
which are generally aſſigned to this reign.

The preceding deduQion comprehends an 
account of the laws, Jaw-writers, and other

HE collections that have been made of our 

written laws (uſually diſtinguiſhed by the 
title of Statutes) are very numerous, of which the 
more antient, though neceſſarily ſuperſeded in uſe 
by the modern editions, are deſerving notice, as 
in ſome inſtances containing more correct copie 
of laws now loſt from among the records *, ag 
alſo on account of others, which, though now 
conſidered as obſolete, or which from other cir. 
cumſtances have been expunged from the ſtatute 
book, are highly intereſting to the hiſtorian and 
to the lawyer. 


It is however certain, that the more early 
collectors of our antient ſtatute law have amaſſed 
together, under the title of Statutes, a number of 
proclamations, writs, &c. which have not any 
pretenſions to that degree of authority, but w hich 
have, from the circumſtance of being ſo col— 
lected, obtained that denomination, ſeveral in- 
flances of which, as obſetved by learned authors 
on this ſubject, are noticed in the foregoing enu- 
meration of our laws of the reigns immediately 
ſubſequent to the granting of Magna Charta. 


Theſe collections are allo very defective in ar- 
rangement of the materials of which they conſiſt, 
the order of the ſeveral kings reigns being, wholly 
diſregarded, and in other reſpects they appear to 
have been made by perſons who were not pro- 
perly authoriſed, or not ſufficiently qualified. for 
the undertaking.

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The firſt collection of this kind that we find to 
have been printed, is that of R. Pinſoen, A. D. 
1514, entitled Magna C:rta, with other old ſta- 
tutes, diſtinguiſhed by the title of Antiqua Statuta, 
being prior to the reign of Edw. III. which was 
ſeyeral times reprinted by him, but it does not 
appear by whom the collection itſelf was made, 
having probably been printed from ſome manu— 
ſcript of ſtill earlier date. The fame collection 
ſeems to have been printed by Redman and Berthe- 
let, with the progreſſive additions of ſuch other 
old laws as came to their hands *; and, in 1556, 
two diſtin editions of a more enlarged collection 
were publiſhed by two different printers, 7. ar ſb, 
and K. Tote, betwixt whom there appears, from 
the title pages of their reſpeCtive editions, to have 
been a competition for preference, the former

he collection of the ſtatutes from the firſt of 
Edw. III. uſually entitled in the older MS. copies 
Nova Statuta, were publiſhed more than once in 
the reign of Edw. IV. and again by Pinn under 
that title, about 1497, being brought down to 
12 Hen. VII. from the firſt year of whoſe reign 
the ſtatutes began to be originally written in 
Engliſh. From about this period, to the preſent 
time, it appears that the public ats have gene- 
rally been publiſhed within a ſhort time after the 
cloſe of each Seſſion of parliament. The diviſion 
of private acts from thote of a public nature firſt 
took place 1 Ric.

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diately concerned in them. Of late years it 
has been found further neceſſary to adopt another 
diſtinction, by which acts, merely of local con- 
cern, are ſeparated from thoſe of e general nature, 
and which alſo are not printed in the common 
editions of the ſtatute book. This diſtinction 
firſt took place 26 Geo. II. * 


Several general collections of the ſtatutes, in- 
cluding the Antigua and N va viatuta, were made 
in the reigns of Hen. VIII. and Q. Eliz. printed 
by Ber thelet, [Yykes, and the reſpective printers 
by royal authority: but the frft regular edition of 
tie flatutes is that uſually diſtinguithed by the 
name of Rafze:l +, which includes the ſtatutes to 
th Philip and Mary, and is further continued 
by a ſecond volume to 7 Jac.

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improvements of the foregoing editions : Mr. 
Kevie further examined, with the originals, the 
ſtatutes ſubſequent to 1 Ric, III. having allo 
firſt adopted the diſtintion of paragraphs or Iec- 
tions by numbers, and added a more copious 
index than had before appeared. This edition was 
ſeveral times printed; and, with theſe advantages 
and the neceſſary additions, the ftatutes were re- 
printed at the beginning of the preſent century, 
which republication was afterwards occattonaliy 
continued by four other volumes to the yth Geo. 
II. incluſive. 

At this period Mr. Se / ant Haiolins produced 
a ſtill more correct and complete collection of 
the ſtatute law, having, with the aſſiſtance of Mr. 
Brie of the inner lemple (who it appears had 
beſtowed much time and attention in the under- 
taking), collated the oritinal records to 2 Geo. I. 
towards which purpoſe his majeſty king Geo. I.

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complete body of our ſtatute law to this period 
hitherto extant; the accuracy of which edition 
has been recogniſed by thoſe whoſe extenſive 
learning, and more frequent occaſions of conſult. 
ing this work, entitle them to be conſidered as the 
beſt authorities on this head. In this edition 
were reſtored ſome of the antient laws, ordinances, 
&c. which had been formerly publiſhed in the 
older collections (as before- mentioned), but which 
had been omitted by later editors. This collec- 
tion was continued progreffively by three other 
volumes, including the ſtatutes down to the 13th 


Geo. III. 


The confiderable additions that had been made 
to the ſtatute book, during the preceding reign, 
made it a defirable object to thoſe more immedi- 
ately engaged in the uſe of it, that it ſhould be 
compreſſed into as ſmall compats as a conſiſtent 
attention to the importance of the ſubject would 
conveniently admit of, This confideration in- 
duced the late Mr. Dauby Pickering to undertake 
the republication of the ſtatutes in a ſmaller 
form than had before taken place; and he accord- 
ingly publithed. from the Cambridge preſs, an edi- 
tion of them down to the firſt year of the preſent 
reign, in 24 vols. octavo, including an index, 
having firſt laid aſide the uſe of the old engliſh 
black letter, which had been formerly thought ne- 
ceſtary in the authentic printing of law- books, and 
adopted the modern romam letter.

The like deſign of reducing the Statute-book 
to a more convenient form was undertaken by 
Mr. Ruff head, who, about the ſame time, pub-, 
liſhed his edition in 9 vols. 4to. comprizing the 
ſtatutes to the 4th year of the preſent reign, ac- 
companied with ay, index to that time, and a pre- 
face containing ſome obſervations on the ſtate of 
our printed ſtatute law. In this edition all the 
ſtatutes, added to the before-mentioned editions, 
are contained, with the addition of a conſiderable 
number which had never before been printed ; 
and of ſuch notes and references to authorities as 
were judged neceſſary by the editor for the illuſ- 
tration of each ſtatute. This edition has been 
alſo regularly continued to the 25th year of his 
preſent majeſty, making five additional volumes, 


The rapid increaſe and accumulation of our 
ſtatute laws during the preſent reign, which, as 
may be above obſerved, form a very conſiderable 
part of the whole volume of the ſtatute-book, 
rendered it very deſirable, towards the convenient 
uſe of it, that it ſhould be further reduced into a 
ſmaller compaſs by the expunging of ſuch ſtatutes 
as, from a variety of circumſtances during the 
court? of the preſent reign, have become expired, 
or repealed, or of which the ſubjects are now na 
longe: the immediate concern of the Engliſh law- 
yer. This reduction has. been made in an edi— 
tion lately publithed by Mr. Serj-ant *unningtor, 
who has not confined himfelt to the abovemen—

Having thus taken a review of the ſeveral ſuc- 
ceſſive collections of our ſtatute law, it is now 
propoſed to make a ſew general obſervations on 
the actual ſtate of our p. inted ſtatute- book, which, 
notwithſtanding the accumulated labours and in- 
duſtry of ſo many learned editors, it is preſumed, 
falls thort of that degree of correctneſs and per- 
tection which is indiſputably deſirable in an ob- 
je c of ſo general and national concern, 


obſerve, of the legiſlative acts prior to the 1 Ric. l. 
(which is by ſtat. Weſt. I. determined to be the 
term within time of memory), that though they 
ohtain at this day no further than as by uſage and 
cuſtom they are engrafted into the body of the 
common law, and make a part thereof, yet they 
are deſerving notice in a general collection of our 
enacted laws, ſeveral of that period having, as 
hiſtories and legal authorities atteſt, made con- 
ſiderable alterations in the former ſtate of the laws, 
and adminiſtration of the Kingdom.

T HE Law treatiſes, which are uſually entitled 
readings, the fubje& of which was generally 
the expoſition of ſome ſtatute, appear to have been 
the reſult of the ſtudies of the profeſſors of the 
lay, who, in former times, were choſen from 
among the barriſters in the ſeveral inns of court, 
and whoſe office formed a neceſſary qualification 
and ſtep towards advancement to the more emi— 
nent ſituations in the profeſſion. The cuſtom of 
theſe occaſional exerciſes of learning have been 
long ſince diſcontinued, the form only and title 
of the office, it ſeems, being preſerved in the ſe- 
veral ſocieties for the ſtudy of the law. 


The practice of theſe lectures appears to have 
been of great antiquity, and they were formerly 
tolemnized at a great expence, and with much 
pomp and ceremony, being generally attended hy 
the judges, and, on fome occaſions, were ho- 
noured with the royal preſence.

Theſe readings undoubtedly form a valuable 
commentary on many of the moſt important of 
our antient ſtatutes ; a great number of them have 
never been made public, ſome of which it is ap- 
prehended, though formerly received and relied 
upon as efſtabliined authorities by the more an- 
tient law- writers, are now wholly loſt ; but a con- 
ſiderable part remaining in MS. are preſerved in 
the Harleian and other public collections, and in 
the libraries of the learned. Such of them as are

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VIII. Of the BOOKS of REPORTS, 
or Collections of the adjudged Caſes in the ſe- 
yeral Courts of Law and Equity. 


HE word Report is uſed by Littleton, who 

wrote in the reign of Edw. IV. and is ex- 
plained by lord Coke, as ſignifying ** a public rela- 
tion, or bringing again to memory cafes judi- 
« cially argued, debated, reſolved, or adjudged 
«in any of the king's courts of juſtice, together 
« with ſuch reaſons as were delivered by the 
*« judges of the ſame,” in which acceptation the 
term is now generally underſtood. 


The uſe and neceſſity of recording and tranſ- 
mitting the authorities of judicial determinations 
having at all times exiſted, it accordingly appears, 
that Collections have, in very early ages, been 
made of them, among which (not to mention 
the books of Moſes, who is, by Lord Coke, ſaid to 
lave been the firſt reporter of law *,) may, perhaps, 
be reckoned as the moſt antient of our own coun- 
try, the book of Judgments, which is faid to 
have been compoſed by king Alfred, and to have 
been received as authority in Weſtminſter Hall 
as late as the reign of Edw. IV. Other antient 
records of this nature are quoted in the Mirror of 


Juſtices, but of which all other memorials are 
now loſt, | 


It is the opinion of a learned iudge and an 
eminent reporter , that though we are not poſſeſſed

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of any Collection of Reports in print, prior to 
the reign of Edw. I. except the broken caſes in 
the older abridgments, which are not higher than 
the reign of Hen. III. yet aſſuredly (he obſerves 
there were other reports digeſted in years and 
terms as ancient as the time of William the Con- 
queror, as appears by Chaucer, who of the ſer- 


jeant at law ſays, 


In terms had he caſes and domys all, 
That fro' the time of king Welyam was fall. 
Notwithſtanding it may be thought that this 
poetic authority ſtands in want of confirmation, 
it is certain, that many reports of caſes, belide; 
thoſe extant in the year books, and in the old 
abridgments, and the detached caſes in the writ. 
ings of Bracton, Litilton, lord Coke, Selden, and 
the more antient law-writers ; others were for- 
merly in the hands of the learned; in particular, 
ſome of the time of king John, are quoted by lord 
Hale *; and others of Edi. I. are mentioned az 
formerly in the library of Mr. Selden; and lord 
Cote expreſsly mentions others which he had ſeen 
of the reigns of Hen. III. Ew. I, &c +. which 
he receives as of equal authority with thoſe of the 


ſubſequent reigns, which we have in print under 


the title of Annals, or Year books. 


It is the generally received opinion, that the 
office of reporting the determinations Gt our

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Notwitliſtanding the importance of the office 
above deſcribed, and the notoriety that might he 
ſuppoſed to attend the exerciſe of it ; it is remark. 
able, that almoſt all the paiticulars relating to it 
are at this dav involved in ſo much obſcurity, that 
it is not known on what authority the information 
of the authors juſt mentioned is founded, nor 
have the names of any of the ſaid reporters been 
handed down to us by any authentic teſtimony #, 


It is alſo obſervable, that the caſes of a con- 
ſiderable number of years +, within the period 


.abovementioned, by the learned author of thc 


Commentaries, and cven of the whole reign of 
Ric. II. are wanting to compleat the ſeries of the 
printed Collection of the year books; notwith- 
ſtanding that the caſes of that reign, and of the 
other years omitted, are in great part extant in the 
older abridgment of Statham, Fitzherbert, and 
Brooke, as allo many more which are not elſe- 
where exant in print, and ſtill others are found

It is to be lamented, that the ſame authority 
by which it is laid theſe collections were originally 
compoſed, had not interpoled in ordering a more 
compleat and regular compilation and publication 
of them, more particularly at that period ot tleir 
republication when they were unanimoufly reco.n- 
mended to the preſs by the e as an 
eſſential part of the law ſtudent's library; on the 
contrary, they appear for the moſt part to have 
been given to the public in detached terms and 
years, as they happened to be preſerved, and to 
come into the hands of thoſe who were intereſted 
or diſpoſed to make them public after the uſe of 
printing had obtained in England; and to this 

circumſtance it is, perhaps, to be attributed, wat 
the caſcs of ſo many entire years are wholly 
wanting. 

The Reports of the reign of Edw. I. though 
not extant in any regular ſeries in print, are ſaid, 
though briefly ſtated to be very good. Of the caſes 
of the reign of Eaw. II. it is obſerved. that there 
are many entire copies of them excellently re- 
ported, exhibiting a fair ſpecimen of the learning 
of the judges and pleaders of that time; theſe are 


noticed in a preceding ſection under the reſpective 
reigns. 


Of the reign of Eav. III. when, according to 
lord Coke, the office of Reporters was eſtabliſhed, 
the Reports conſiſt of four volumes, the two firſt 
of which contain, with the exception of a few 
years, as before noticed, the caſes from the firſt to 
Cc the 
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the 39th year “*; the third intitled Quadrageſima, 


from the 4oth to the 5oth ; and the other volume 
is the Liber Aſftiarum, comprehending a ſeries of 
the caſes determined in the aſhzes throughout the 


whole reign. lt is obſerved, that the two latter have 


been preferred to the two former in point of re- 
putation with poſterity, which is partly accounted 
for by a modern writer on the ſubject of our more 
antient law, from the circumſtance that the for. 
mer contains determinations on points of learn- 
ing, which had become more obſcure than thoſe 


in the fubſequent collections, and conſequently 


not fo frequently brought forward as authorities 
by Fitzherbert and Brooke, whoſe abridgment, it 
is faid, in after-times, became the clue, and in a 
great meaſure {ubſtitutes for the Year books: it 
is further 3 by the ſame author, that the 
Aladraggſima and Beo of Affizes, are certainly en- 
titled to the preference, for, beſides that queſtions 
are there diſcuſſed with more preciſion and clear- 
nels, they contain more of thoſe points of law 
that have ſurvived to the pretent times. In re- 
gard to preciſion and clearneſs, ail the Reports of 
this re ben excel thoſe of the preceding. Kceves!

The Reports of the ſucceeding reign of Ric. II. 
are not printed Þ in any continued ſeries; but lord

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Hale obſerves, that he had ſeen a manuſcript of 


the entire years and terms thereof, from whence 
he remarks, there was a viſible decline during the 
feeble government of this reign, in the dignity of 
the law, and in the: learning and depth of the 
pleaders. Hale's Hi. Com. Law, C. VIII. : 


The Reports of the reign of Hen. IV. as they 


contain matter that bears a nearer affinity to the 


ſtare of our laws at this day than the books of 


Edw. III. are more likely to engage the attention 
of a modern reader. Their form is ſaid to be leſs 
irkſome, and the ſubject more intelligible ; hey 
have leſs the ſtyle of an entry than the older Re- 
ports, and give a ſtate of the caſe, and what was 


ſaid upon it, more in the way of narrative. Not- 


withſtanding theſe advantages in their favour, it 


is the opinion of lord Hale, that the Reports o“. 


this reign, as well as thoſe of Hen. V. do not ar- 


rive, either in the nature of the learning contained 
in them, or in the judiciouſneſs and know 


ledge of the judges and pleaders, or in any other 
reſpect, to the perfection of thoſe in the laſt twelve 
years of Edv. III. Reeves's Hit, of Eng. Law, 
vol. III. 254. 


Of the Reports of Hen. VI. and Eaw. V.. 
Edw. V. and Ric. III. it is ſaid, that both the 


matter and ſtile of them are more ſuited to the 
reading of a modern lawyer than any ot the for- 


mer; and are, conſequently, more worthy of no- 


tice than thoſe of the preceding reigns, They 


contain a fuller account of what paſſed in court, 


queſtions of law are more thoroughly debated, and' 
che opinions of the judges given more at length, 

The ſecond part of Hen. VI. and the whole 
lung inte. (as it is called) are full of excellent 
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Jearning. The firſt part of Hen. VI. is ſaid, by 
lord Hale, to be more barren, ſpending itſelf in 
much learning of little moment, and long fince 
out of uſe, Reeves's H. Eng. Law, vol. Lil. 112. 


he author = quoted obſerves of the Year 
book of Hen. VII. that it goes more into points 
of law, and ſuch matters as have ſurvived the 
times when they were debated, and is more de- 
ferving aus ntion, than the preceding. Itis alſo 
ohſerved, that at this time the countel and judges 
are ſometimes found quoting caſcs, and Bratton 
is once or twice referred to; but this was not com- 
mon, their determinations being mottly the reſult 
of argument and diicution, and theſc were made 
5 for future ages. 


The Year book ct the reign of Hen. V! 
contains the cafes only of a few yea! 8. 8 
noticed, between whi#h and the caſes of 8 fol- 
mer reign you may obſerve no ſmall dit erenoe, 
as it is remarked by lord Coke, who ſuppoſes the 
eee of reporters to have ceaſed about tle 
end of the reigi: of Hen.

Lord Cite next preſents himſelf in the office of 
Reporter, and, having entertained great reſpect for 
the labours of his immediate predeceſſor in that 
tals, ſcems to have followed his method in con- 
trucking his own Reports, | in which he has on the 
leveral occaſions, and in the variety of ſubjects 
which preſented themſelves to his obſerva— 
tion during the latter end of the reign of &/:z, 
anc the pr rincipal part of that of Jac. I. (during 
winch he prefided ſucceſiively in the courts of 
Common Pleas and King's Bench), amaſſed and 
digeſted a prodigious treaſure of legal learning com- 
pretending many important titles of law; each 
cale having furniſhed occaſion for a diſplay of his 
capacious ſtores of legal knowledge, which he ap- 


pears | 
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pears on every topic ſolicitous to lay open for the 
inftrution and uſe of the ſtudent ; at the fame 
time affording the moſt authentic precedents of 
Judicial deciſions ; in which reſpect theſe Reports 
ww have uniformly been received with the utmoſt de- 
15 ference in the courts *. They have alſo, by dif- 
| tinction of eminence, been quoted by the deſerip- 
tion of 1, 2, 3, &c. REPORT, without the author's 
name, and in his own writings are uſually de- 
| {cribed, LIB. 1, 2, 3, &c.

The publication of the firſt part of theſe Reports 
appeared towards the end of the reign of Q. Ez, 
on which occaſion his lord{hip gave the following 
account of the principal reaſons which induced him 
to publiſh them. 1 have, ſince the twenty- ſecond 

[66 year of her majeſty's reign, which is now 
twenty years compleat, oblerved the true rea- 
<c ſons, as near as I could, of ſuch matters in law 


* Lord Coke having, in 1616, incurred the diſpleaſure of king 
James, on occaſion of a queſtion relating to the royal prerogative, 
' which occurred in the courſe of his duty as lord chief juſtice, was 
ſuſpended from that office, and directed by the King to review his 

books of Reports, in which he was informed there were many ex- 
travagant and exorbitant opinions ſet down and publiſhed for po- 
ſitive and good law; and if in the reviewing and reading thereof 
he ſhould find any thing fit to be altered and amended, the correc- 
tion was leſt to his diſcretion, and after making ſuch correction, he 
was directed to bring the ſame privately to his majeſty, that he 
might conſider thereof, as in his princely wiſdom ſhould be found 
expedient. Amongft other things it appears, that the king took 
ottence that lord Coke thould aſſume the title of Lord Chief Juſtice 
of England, whereas he could challenge no more but Lord Chief 
Juſtice of the King's Bench. It does not, however, appear, that 
his lordſhip thought it neceſſary to make any alteratiorss in the Re- 
ports he had then publithed, in conſequence of this royal man- 
date; but it is obſervable, that lord chancellor Elleſmere (with 
whom lord Coke had held ſome difference of opinion reſpecting the 
juriſdiction of their reſpeRive courts) made ſome exceptions to the 
Reports which are extant in print, and to which lord Coke made 
replies. Theſe are together extant in MS. in Sir H. Sloane's Col- 
tection. |

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(wherein I was of counſel, and acquainted 
with the ſtate of the queſtion) as have been 
adjudged upon great and mature dehberation ; 
and as I never meant, as many have found, 
to keep them ſo fecret for my own private 
uſe, as to deny the requeſt of any friend, to 
have either view or copy of any of them ; fo, 
till of late, I never could be perfuaded (as 
many can witneſs) to make them ſo public, as 
by any entreaty to commit them to print, But 
when I conſidered how, by her majeſty's princely 
care and choice, her ſeats of juſtice have been 
ever, for the due execution of her laws, fur- 
niſhed with judges of ſuch excellent knowledge 
and wiſdom (whereunto they have attained in 
the fruitful ſpring-time of her bleſſed reign) as I 
fear that ſucceeding ages ſhall not afford ſuc- 
ceſſors equal to them; | have adventured to pub- 
liſh certain of their reſolutions (in ſuch fort as 
my little leiſure would permit) for the help or 
their memory who heard them, and peri-Qly 
knew them ; for the inſtruction of others who 
knew them not, but imperfectly heard of them; 
and, laſtly, for the common good (tor that 1s 
my chief purpole), in quieting and eſtabliſhing 
of the poſſeſſions of many in theſe general caſcs, 
wherein there hath been ſuch varicty of opi- 
nions.“ 


The ſecond and third part of theſe Reports 


were publiſhed within the fame reign ; the fourth 
part appeared in the firſt year of king James, when 
the author was attorney-general ; as alſo the fifth 
part, which begins with Cawdrey's cate, from 
whence he takes occaſion to enter very fully into 
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the ſubject of the King's Eccleſiaſtical Law *, The 


fixth part followed ſoon after. In the title to the 
feventh part, which was publiſhed in the fixth 
year of king James, he ſtyles himſelf Chief Juſtice 
of the Cimmon Pleas; and, as it appears from the 
preface, Calvin's cafe, being that of the Pop 
Nati, was reported by order. The eighth part 
Was publithed i in ninth of king James. And in the 
year following the ninth part was publiſhed, in 
which he takes the ſame title. In the tenth Re- 
port, publiſhed in the eleventh year of king James, 
the author ſtyles himſelf Lord Chief Tuſtice of 
En:land, which is thus qualified in the eleventh 
Report, which was publiſhed A. D. 1615. 13 
James I. viz. The eleventh part of the Reports of Sir 
Edward Coke, Int. Chief Fuſtice of England (eff pleas 
e//i;ndto be holden before the king himſelf), and one of 
the privy council of ſtate. Theſe were all the Re- 
ports publiſhed by himſelf. The twelfth part of 
his Reports hath a certificate printed before it, dated 
Feb. 2, 5165, ſubſcribed E. Bulſtrode, ſignifying 
that he conceives it to be tlie genuine work of Sir 
dw. Coke. The title of the thirteenth part is 
Sel- Caſes in Law, reported by Sir Edw. Cate; 
and theſe are aſſerted to be his, in a preface ſigned 
with the initial letters J. G. 


Theſe Reports, which were (like all thoſe he- 
fore-mentioned) originally compoſed in French, 
have been ſince re-publithed with a trantlation,

Beſides the ſubjects treated of in the caſes com- 
prehended in theſe Reports, a variety of curious 
and learned intormation, chiefly directed to the 
inſtruction of ſtudents, is contained in the ſeveral 
prefaces prefixed to them, in which the learned 
author faews his veneration for the laws and con- 
ſtitution of his country, and very ſtrongly recom- 
mends an attentive ſtudy of them, and, preparatory 
to that purpoſe, enters into an account of the ſe- 
veral antient authors and treatiſes oa the laws of 
England ; bur, with reſpect to theſe, it has been 
contended by tome later writers, that his. lordſhip 
was in ſome inſtances mi iſtaken in giving too 
much credit to the ſuppoſed antiquity of ſeveral: 
remains of our earlier law-writers. It is, how- 
ever, certain, that we are much indebted for our 
acquaintance with them to lord Coke's informa- 
tion concerning them, very little intelligence of 
that kind being to be derived from preceding law- 
writers *. 


Lord Coke's labours in this branch of learning, 
independent of his other learned works, entitle 
him to the veneration of every ſtudent who pur- 
ſues the knowledge of the laws; and his memory, 
as an upright judge and conſtitutional lawyer, is 
entitled to equal regard from every Engliſhman 
who values the enjoyment and- protection of them, 
particularly for his exertions on occaiion'of the 
peiition of right, and the confirmation of it,

cipally through his means, and by which a moſt 
eſſential improvement was made in the fabric of 
our conſtitution, by aſcertaining and eſtabliſhing 
the right of the ſubject in a matter of the firſt 
conlequence ; the beneficial effects of which have 
been generally experienced during the period of 
{acceeding reigns. 


The next Reporter in order of time is Croke, 
who was ſucceſſively a judge in the courts of 
Common Pleas and King's Bench in the ſucceed- 
ing reigns of James and Charles. His Reports 
conſiſt of nearly a complete ſeries of determina- 
tions occaſionally in both thoſe courts, from the 
23 Eliz. to 16 Car. and may properly be con- 
ſidered as a continuation of Dyer; they are in ge- 
neral preſented in a very conciſe, perſpicuous, 
and accurate method ; and they have accordingly 
obtained the character of great authenticity. The 
reputation of this Reporter, and the general ef- 
timation of his work, have probably been pro- 
moted by the advantage of having firſt led the 
* ay in diveſting this branch of legal literature of 

ze foreigit idiom, and adopting the author's na- 
oe language, into which theſe Reports were 
tranſlated by his relation Sir Harbottle Grimſtone, 
Maſter of the Rolls, temp. Car. II. who allo be- 
iowed great pains in their publication, and in 
the addition of tables and other aſſiſtances to the 
proper uſe of them. 


Befides the authors before-mentioned, the caſes 
of this pcriod are reported by ſeveral TT ſome 
cf whom continued to execute that taſk during 
ths ſucceeding reign of James. Theſe are Leonard, 

1 9 — 1etlvertin, 
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Telverton, and Hobart, whoſe Reports form a 
yaluable addition to thoſe above-mentioned, the 
latter having had the advantage of being re- publiſhed 
under the care of lord chancellor Nottmgham. 
To theſe may be added Owen, Popham, Ney, Hut- 
to, Saville, Godbolt, BRrowllow and Gouldeſe, 
brough, and the Collection publiſhed ſeparately 
under the name of Gouldeſbrough, which compre- 
hend a great number of caſes determined in 
the ſeveral courts, but leſs diſtinguiſhed in the 
method 'of reporting, and of various degrees of 
authenticity : beſides theſe there are other ſmall 
Collections of determinations in Chancery, chiefly 
on points of practice, in Cary, and Tothill. 


About this period ſome meaſures ſeem to have 
been adopted for the revival of the antient office 
of Reporters in the courts at Weſtminſter, Wil- 
liam Burton, the Leiceſterſhire Antiquary, having 
recorded himſelf “ as a Barriſter and Reporter in 
the Common Pleas 41 of Eliz. + and on lord Ba- 
con's recommendation, with whom ſuch an eſta— 
bliſhment appears to have been a favourite ob— 
ject, an ordinance was publiſhed, 15 Jac. di- 
rected to Sir Francis Bacon, and Sir Julius Cæſar, 
empowering them to appoint two Reporters of the 
Jaw, with a ſalary of one hundred pounds each +; 
but it does not certainly appear who were the per—

up fo large a portion of the Year N 
neral abridgments of the ancient la 
thod obſerved is a conciſe ſtatement of the caſe, 
and of the determination thereupon, with re- 
ference to the authority whence it is taker: then 
follows generally a thort comment, explaining 
the principle of the doctrine therein contained, 
with ſuch further obſervations as appeared necel- 
ſary to illuſtrate the point of law reſolved, and 
there recorded as an eſtabliſhed authority. The

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this author, and theſe Reports may properly be 
conſidered as a Commentary upon the judicial de-

The chief Reporters of the latter part of this 
reign are Bulſtrode, who is ſaid to have adopted 
the method of Plotoden; lord Rolle, whoſe Re- 
ports, as well as his other learned works, are held 
in great repute, from the character the author ob- 
tained in the exerciſe of his office as a judge 
during the time of the Commonwealth. 


Other Reporters of this reign are Bridgman, 
Palmer, and WMynch; with ſome ſelect caſes by Sir 
William ones, a Collection of caſes determined in 
the Court of Exchequer, reported by Sir ichard 
Lane; and another in the Court of Wards, by Sir 
James Ley, attorney general in that court; and

Of the ſucceedinggreign of Car. I. to the time 
of the Reſtoration g Car.

During the time from the former period of the 


reign of Car. Il. to the zra of the Revolution, | 
the courts at Weſtminſter regained ſomewhat of | 


their former ſtability, till towards the cloſe of that 


period, when the authority of the Bench is la- 


mented to have falien under very undue influence, 
and when thoſe were raiſed to principal eminence 
upon it who were found to be moſt capable of 


. perverting the ſources of law to the purpoſes of 


arbitrary power. The Reporters of this period 
are very numerous ; the principal of which are 
Sider fin ; Sir Thomas Raymond; Keble, who has 
collected a conſiderable part of the caſes of this 
period; Sir John Kehng, whoſe Reports contain 
caſes determined upon Pleas of the Crown ; lord 
chief juſtice Vaughan, whoſe Reports conſiſt of 
ſelect and important caſes very fully, and it is re- 
puted very ably reported ; Carter ; lord chief juſtice 
Saunders, whoſe reports are peculiarly valuable on 


account of the correct ſtate of the pleadings in 


the ſeveral caſes; and the former volumes of the col- 
lection which at this time firſt adopted the title of 
Modern Reports; beſides which, there are ſeveral 
other Reporters of good authority, of this period; 
theſe are Levinz, Sir Thomas orcs, Ventris, Free- 
man, Shower, Skinner, Lutwych, who was alſo prin 
cipally attentive to a correct ſtatement of the plead- 
ings. Theſe, with Comberbach, Carthew, and Caſs 
of Settlement, are all the Reporters of the Com- 
mon Law Courts; but about this time the deter-

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been attended to, as of greater weight and conſe- 
quence than in the former reigns, particularly 
thoſe of lord chancellor Nottingham, and his im- 
mediate fucceſſors. The Reporters of theſe caſes 
are the anonymous authors of the books ſeverall 

entitled, Reports in Chancery; Caſes in Chan- 
cerv, which alſo contains the celebrated caſe of 
Perpetuities, or duke of Nor/folt's caſe, with ſe— 
veral other ſelec and important caſes ; and Ra- 
ports 712 Chancery, tempore lord Finch. To theſe ma 

be added a part of the Collection of Freeman's Re- 
ports, ſome ſpecial caſes reported by Pollexfen, 
and the Collection by Ferns, Which commences 
about the end of the period we are mentioning, 
and continued during ſeveral lublequent reigns. 
There 1s alſo, within this period, a Collection of 
Canes determined in the Court of Exchequer, 
chiely on matters of revenue, reported by Sir 
1 homas Hardres, and a few caſes of the ſame

It is now propoſed to proceed in our account 
of the ſeveral Reporters, from the a ra of the Re- 
rolution'to the end of the re; ign of Q gane, during 
which period the authority of the courts was 
reſtored and eſtabliſhed upon the firm principles 

of integrity and conſtitutional knowledge, under 
the pretides acy of lord chief juſtice Holt, and the 
great names which reſpectivelv fuccceded to 
the more eminent {tations on the bench of our 
teveral courts. From this period, therefore, it is 
preſumed, that the determinations of the courts 
are properly entitled to the more immediate atten - 
tion of the modern lawyer, and it will very much

under the care of lord Hardwicke, and has ſince 
received the improvement which the nature of 
ſuch works admit of, from the hands of Sir 
Knightly Danvers, and laſtly of Mr. Serjeant 
Wilſon. The caſes of this period are alſo well 
reported by lord Raymond, to the latter publica- 
tion of which, ſome improvement by references 
to modern authorities on the ſame points of law, 
was made by the laſt mentioned editor *.

ing the decree; theſe advantages, added to the 
great number of important caſes which it contains, 
have concurred to fender this Collection the prin— 
cipal fource of authority in the determination of

It is here further propoſed to notice ſuch au- 
thors as engaged in the office of Reporter durin 
the latter part of the reign of Geo.

This term comprehends the period of 
upwards of thirty years, during which the preſent 
chief juſtice of the King's Bench has held that 
eminent fituation, and during which the Courts 
have been uniformly filled with characters of dif. 

It 
has been obſerved (by thoſe who had competent 
knowledge on that head), that within this period 
the practice of the court of King's Bench in par-

further memorable by the liberality of that meaſure 
of the Crown at the commencement of the pre- 
ſent reign, by which the appointment of the 
judges was eſtabliſhed upon the footing of a more 
permanent independence, and which, while it 
remains a conſtitutional landmark of ſecurity to 
future times, will prove a noble record of the re-

Ihe ſame author publiſked alſo in a ſeparate 
Collection, Reports of the Deciſions of the Court of 
King's Bench uton Setil ment Caſes, from the time of 
Ze reath of Lord Raymond in 1732 ta the 19th Tear 
of 19e preſent reign, A. D. 1776, having, during 
that whole ſpace of time, unitormly attended that 
court, and made it a part of his employment to 
record the proceedings af it; and in this part of 
his labours he had the ſatisfaction of being 3 
inſtrumental in promoting the knowledge of this 
hitherto much litigated branch of law, w hich from 
the experience of later years is found to be produc- 
tive of much fewer appeals to the Court of King's 
Bench than heretofore, which beneficial effect is 
in a great meaſure to be attributed to the merit of 
this work. In this place it may he proper to men- 
tion, that a further publication of the caſes re- 
lating to ſettlements from the period to which 
they are reported by Sir James Burrow, with ſuch 
others as concern the office of a juſtice of peace 
has been undertaken by Mr. Caldecott, who is ge- 
nerally known to be peculiarly converſant with 
that branch of the law, and who purpoles bring- 
ing down his publication to the year 1785. 

The former part of the Reports of Mr. Juſtice 
Bl/ack/2zne contains caſes determined in the court of 
king's Bench, trom the commencement of the 
period here under notice to the 10th Geo. III. but 
they arc not received by the profeſſion with that 
approbation which has followed all. the other 
writings of that great lawyer. The Caſes of the 
court of King's Bench, immediately ſubſequent

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12th to 14th of the preſent reign * by Mr. Capel 
Lofft, whoſe Collection is ſaid to contain ſome im- 
portant caſes, but which, from a haſty mode of 
publication, 1s reputed to be very inaccurate, and 
has accordingly not met with that favourable re- 
ception which the labours of thoſe who engage. 
in this kind of works are uſually intitled to from 
the profeſſion. The adjudged caſes of the ſuc- 
ceeding years from the 14th to the 18th Geo. III. 
reported by Mr. Cooper, are acknowledged to be 
a very accurate and valuable Collection, the me- 
thod of reporting, adopted by this author, having 
equally avoided the objections of too great diffuſe- 
neſs and of obſcure brevity. The Reporter of the 
time immediately following, viz. 19 to 21 Geo. 
III. (though ſomewhat prior as to the time of pub- 
lication) is Mr. Douglas, who is alſo well known 
as the Reporter of ſome caſes of controverted elec- 
tions in the Houſe of Commons, and whoſe Re- 
ports of adjudged caſes in the court of King's

The office of Reporter in the court before men- 


tioned has been undertaken from 26 Geo III. 
inclufive, to the preſent time, by Mr. Durn- 
ford and Mr. Eaſt, who have met the general de- 
fire and convenience of the profeſſion 1n a very 
fpeedy publication of the determinations of that 
court at the cloſe of each term, in the execution 
of which thev have acquired a great ſhare of ap- 
probation, and the reputation of great attention, 
and of as much accuracy as the very expeditious 
mode of publication will admit, having in ge- 
neral adopted the method of their immediate pre- 
deceſſors in this office. 


Theſe form the Reporters during the preſidency 
of the preſent chief juſtice of the court of King's 
Bench, of which period it may be contidered as 
2 fortunate circumſtance, that ſo many learned 
Reporters have undertaken to record the many 
important determinations that have taken place, 
and that that ſervice has not been left to be ſup- 
plied (as it has been complained of during former 
periods) from the mere ſcraps of dead mens papers. 


The adjudged caſes of the court of Common 
Plcas of the former part of this period to the 14th 
Geo. III. are eſtecmed to be well reported by Mr. 
Serjcant Milſen, who has in many of the more

important caſes given a ſtatement of the pleadings, 
which add very much to the value and authenticity 
of theſe Reports. The caſes of this court, from 
11 to 20 Geo. III. are alſo reported by Sir Wil- 
liam Glachſtonc, being the period of his holding 
the ſeat of judge on that bench. 


The determinations of the court of Chan— 
cery, of ſo much national importance to be re- 
corded, have, till lately, been leſs generally made 
public than thoſe of either of the other courts, 
it being obſervable, that there is no Collection 
of theſe caſes extant for above twenty years after 
the death of lord Hardwicke, from which period 
the determinations of lord Northington, lord 
Camden, and lord Bathurſt, with thoſe of ſeveral 
intermediate commiſſions of the great ſeal, are 
wholly wanting *. The office of Reporter in this 
court has been undertaken, from the commence- 
ment of the preſent chancellor's preſiding in it, by 
Mr. William Brown, whoſe Reports contain ſome 
notes of caſes determined by the preceding chan- 
cellors, which have occaſionally been produced as 
authorities in the determinations of theſe latter caſes. 
The original Collection of theſe Reports, which 
has been favourably received by the profeſſion, 
is further continued by two publications of the 
caſes determined in the years 1786 and 1787, and 
is intended by the author to be fill further cor- 
tinued at the cloſe of each ſucceeding year, 


There are very few cates of this period of de-

The caſes determined in the laſt reſort in the 
high court of Parliament upon appeals, which, 
rrom their great importance and authority, had 
been much a deſideratum in the Lawyer's library, 
have of late years been ſelected and brought for- 
ward into more general acquaintance and uſe, out 
of the very looſe and undigeſted form in which 
hey long remained; this publication contains the 
important information of a great number of caſes, 
in Which the decifions of the courts below have 
been eitablithed, and of ſuch others as have been 
reverſed, and conſequently not to be relied upon 
48 authorities, however they may ſtand undiſ— 
tinguiſhed in the ſeveral collections of the prior 
determinations of thoſe courts : This laborious 
ſervice has been performed by Mr. Joſiah Browr, 
whoſe Collection now conſiſts of ſeven volumes, 
and comprehends the cafes ſo collected from the 
beginning of the reign of Q. Anne to the Igth 
ycar of the preſent reign, from which period it is 
hoped, that tle liberal communications which 
have of late vears been made to the public of the 
determinations of this ſupreme court, as well as 
of thoſe originating in the other houſe of Parlize 
ment, will excite further induſtry in recording the 
important judgments of the high court of Parlia- 
ment,

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AIX. Of the principal LI TERARY Works on the 
Law and ConsTITUTION which have been 
publiſhed within the preſent reign. 


HE ZEra of the Penn reign has been pe- 
ö culiarly fertile in literary productions 1l- 
luſtrative of our. Law and Conſtitution, Theſe 
additions to the Lawyer's library have, in part, 
been formed from the neceſſary accumulation of 
new laws, and the expoſition and conſtruction of 
of thoſe of former times; but they may alſo, in a 
great meaſure, be reaſonably attributed to a pro- 
grefſive enlargement and liberality which has ob- 
tained in this ſcienceas well as in the other branches 
of learning. The conſequent improvement of me- 
thod, which has taken place in other ſubjects of 
literature ſeems at length to have been applied 
to the law, which, in former times, appears to 
have been conſidered as not at all capable of being 
rendered with ornament, or even of being diveſted 
of that rugged dreſs in which it had been enveloped 
during ſo many ages. 


The general ſyſtems of our law, as compoſed 
by former Law. writers, had been chiefly grafted 4 
upon each other, their authors in general having 
adopted the method of thoſe which preceded 
them, notwithſtanding the important alterations 
that had taken place in the mean time. Mr, . 
Viner, in the former reign, by a too cloſe ad- |

herence to the method and arrangement of lord ll 
Rolle's Abridgment, is cenſured by an eminent 0 
modern Law-writer, as having rendered his work 


G g a 
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far leſs perfect and accurate than it would have 
been under an arrangement more correſpondeut 
to the ſtate of the law, ſince the Important altera-. 
tions made in it by the abolition of military te— 
nures, and other chan ges which it had undergone 
{ince the compilation of Rolle's Abridgment. 


Theſe confiderations probably induced the au- 
thor of the valuable work entitled, the New brd. 
ment, to collect under diviſions, or general titles 
coincident with the more modern itate of the law, 
the ſubſtance of the antient authorities, as well as 
more recent determinations, which are in ge- 
neral methodized and digeſted in ſo luminous and 
ſcientrhc a method, as "{trongly to confirm the 
opinion, that the original compilation was the 
work of that great lawyer Baron Gilbert, whoſe 
peculiar fate, as an author, it was to have ſeen 
no one of the many works that are aſcribed to him 
made public, which circumſtance partly accounts 
for the very incorre& manner in which ſoine of 
them now appear. With reipe& to the work now 
under notice, it was in part publiſhed from the 
preſs in the former reign, by Matthew Bacon, Eſq. 
tlie ſubſequent part of it, ſucceeding the title 
Sheriſf, having been ſupplied by Owen Ruff head, 
Eſq. and the late Ar. Serjeant Sayer, about the be- 
ginning of the preſent reign. About the ſame time 


appeared lord chief baron Compns's Digeſt of the | 


Law, which being founded upon an entire new 
and comprehenſive ſyſtem of arrangement, and 
framed upon an accurate and ſcientific diſtribution 
of the ſeveral parts of our juriſprudence, is eſ- 
teemed the moſt perfect model of an abridgment 
or ſyſtem of our law. The method, however, of 


digeſting the ſubſtance of the ſeveral caſes being 
| very 
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very cloſe and conciſe, the uſe of this work is more 
particularly advantageous to the experienced bar- 
riſter, in furniſhing a ready reference to the caſes 
as recorded at large! in the books of Reports, and 
other authorities. 


From theſe materials, which may be conſidered 
as the eſſential ſubſtance of our law, has been ex- 
tracted a moſt ſcientific and accurate analyſis of its 
ſeveral parts and relations, which again formed 
the outline and ground-work of that elegant, per - 
{picnous, and comprehenſive method of inſtitu - 
tion, which is, perhaps, not excelled in any other 
ſvitem of law : theſe are Mr. ſuſtice Bluck/tone's 
Anu luſi. and Cemmeuntariet on the Laws of England. 
This latter work has very much contributed to 
diffuſe the general knowledge of our law, and 
has, it is thought. greatly altered the courſe of 
ſtudy of that ſcience, having. it is apprehended by 
lome, from the peculiar eleganc e of its compot- 
non. given a diſtaſte to the moꝛe 2 and technical 
elementary books, which had fo: merly been con— 
ſidered as neceſſary ingredients to be digeſted in 
purſuing a ſcientitic method of {tudy of our ju- 
riſprudence. 


We are indebted for the original plan and de- 
ſigh- of this work to the inſtitution of the [aw 
Lecture, founded in the Univerſity of Oxford by 
the late Mr. Viner, author of the Abridgment of 
tie Law, whoſe memory, it 1s probable, will be 

zcorded by this monument of legal literature, far 
beyond the fame of his own volominons labours, 
and by which the name of its learned author will 
be perpetuated in the rank of the moſt clafiical 
and poliſhed writers of our nation, 
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The public is alſo in poſſeſſion of a further por. 
tion of the fruits of this liberal inſtitution in the 
Elements of Furiſpruzence, bemg the preliminary 
part of a courſe of lectures, by the preſent “i- 
nerian profeſſor, Dr. Woodeſon, whole execu- 
tion of this part of his office makes it very deſira- 
ble to ſee the euſuing part of theſe lectures, which 
mult neceſſarily, from the nature of the ſubject of 
them be more generally intcreſtiag and important. 


Another author, who has very much illuſt rated 
the principles of our ia's and conſtitution, and 
given an inſtructive and rational account, of the 
ſeveral branches into which the practice of the 
law is divided, and has alſo recommended, with 
much learning and eicgance, a liberal and enlarged 
method of itudy in that fcience, pointing out its ne- 
ceſſary connexion with the other branches of litera- 
ture, is the writer of #unomus, cr Dialogues upon the 
Law and Conſiitution of England. This work, from 
the circumſtance ot having chiefly been written 
before the celebrated Commentaries above- men— 
tioned, and from having appearcd ſome time 
after, is Jeſs generally known than its acknow- 
ledged merits, as a literary produdion, indiſ- 
putably intitle it to. It was not, however, within 
the plan of this work to give an actual ſyſtem of the 
law, and it muſt alſo be acknowledged, that how- 
ever excellently the per{p1cuous and comprehenſive 
method adopted by thc learned author of the Com- 
mentaries, 1s calculated to give a general view of 
the ſeveral objects of our laws, it was not 1n- 
tended to convey an adequate account of the ſe— 
veral component and technical parts of them, 
the knowledge of which is indiipenſably necel- 
ary to enable the ſtudent to proceed with advan— 


tage 
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tage and effect to the peruſal of the more antient 
authors and ſcientilic topics of the law. 


This intermediate object forming ſo neceſſary a 
part of the inſtitution of an Engliſh lawyer, was, 
however, not overlooked by that learned author, 
who, in a ſupplementary chapter to the work 
before- mentioned, exhibited a very conciſe and 
elegant outline of an Engliſh juridical hiſtory, ob- 
ſerving in the ſame place, that the plan of that 
work did not there admit of entering, with an 
degree of minuteneſs, into the diſcuſſion of the 
points and doctrines of which it is compoſed. 


The execution of that deſign, comprehending 
the origin, progreſs, and various mutations of the 
ſeveral parts of our law, has been ſince undertaken 
by Mr. N. bes, in his Hiſlory of the Engliſh Law, 
and who has, in a late republication of that work 
further purſued that enquiry in a regular and 
progreſſive order, from the time of the Saxons down 
to the reign ot Q. Elizabeth, from which period 
he obſerves, that the materials of our laws are 
more generally known: and have fallen more im— 
mediately under the notice of our modern law- 
writers ; and that the inveſtigation here made into 
the origin of Engliſh tenures, the law of real pro- 
property, the nature of writs, and the antient and 
more ſimple practice of real actions, may, per- 
haps, facilitate the ſtudent's paſſage from Black- 
ſtone's Commentaries to Coke upon Littleton, and 
better qualify him to conſider the many points 


of antient law which are diſcuſſed in that learned 
work. 


The original compoſition of this laſt- mentioned 
work is generally celebrated as the pri. acipal 


Pillar 
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pillar on which the ſuperſtructure of the law of 
real property in this kingdom is ſupported, and 
upon which the valuable Commentary of lord 
Coke has uniformly been confidered by the moſt 
eminent lawyers as the reſult and repoſitory of all 
his learning on the ſubjects therein treated of; 
of this work a republication has of late years been 
made, which, independent of the valuable anno- 
tations of lord Ha, and lord chancellor Netti g- 
him, has been improved by the labours of two 
gentlemen of eminence in this branch of the pro- 
feſſion, Mr. Hargrave and Mr. Butier, the former 
ot whom, after having adopted the undertaking 
from a pecu liar partiality and reverence for the 
original work, and heſtowing upon it a great part 
of che labours of ten years, found it neceſſary to 
relinquith the completion of his deſign, which 
has been reſumed and executed with the reputa- 
tion of great protettional knowledge and induſtry 
by the latter gentleman, who has lately brought 
the work to a period, and concluded an under- 
taking which haz increated in magnitude and ef- 
timation far beyond the intentions and expecta— 
tions originally entertained in the republication 
of it. 

The law of tenures, and the important Jaw of 
real property, have alſo been lluſtraced by ſeveral 
other publications of reputation ; to which pur- 
poſe Dal ymple's Eſſay on Feud 4 Tenures, and the 
productions that followed it, have very much 
contributed. The Lectures read in the Univerſity 
of Dublin, by profeſſor Su/:van, are alſo much 
eſteemed on this ſubject. The general law of at- 
ſurances, and of conveyance, or transferring of 
property, has been further explained by the judi— 

5 cious 
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cions and valuable republication of the work en- 
titled Touchſtone of Common A uranc's, which is 
ge! ny conſidered by the learned in this pecu- 
liar line of the orofeſion, as a work of principal 
authority an this branch of ſcience, and which 1s 
greatly advanced in eſtimation by the additions 
that have been made in the republication above- 
mentioned in the nature of a commentary of the 
modern law upon the ſubject, by Mr. Hl iard. 
Several diſtinct ſubjects of this branch of law 
have alſo been treated with great learning and per-

The doctrines of our Criminal Law are very 


learnedly diſcuſſed in the Diſcourſes on the Crown | 


Law, by Mr. Juſtice Fefter ; and the principles 


of it as ab to general policy, and the die- 
tates 
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tites of humanity are elegantly illuſtrated in Mr. 
Eden's work, intituled, Principles of Penal Law ; as 
alſo in the marquis Beccaria's Eſſay on Crimes 
and Puniſhments. The ſubject is alio treated of 
in Mr. Dagge's Confiderations on Criminal Law. 


The knowledge and practice of this branch of 
our law are alſo much promoted by the republica- 
tion of the learned and comprehenſive work of 
Mr. Serjeant Hawkins, which has lately appeared 
under the editorthip of Mr. Leach, in which 
the modern determinations of our principal cri- 
minal court are digeſted in a method which confide- 


rably adds to the value and uſe of this learned work. 


A ſource of further acceſſion of legal literature 
has been opened in the undertaking of a gentle- 
man to whom the public is indebted for ſeveral 
other juridical productions, the reputation of 
which renders whatever comes from his hands, a 
very acceptable ſervice to the profeſſion. It is 
therefore hoped, that the Collection of Law Tracts, 
of which Mr. Hargrave has publiſhed one volume, 
will lead the way to other communications cal- 
culated in like manner to promote the knowledge 
and practice of the law, of which many import- 
ant treatiſes remain almoſt uſeleſs in our public 
libraries, and in private hands, which are highly 
deſerving the more general notice of the public ; in 
particular, it may with probability be expected, that 
the valuable unpubliſhed works of lord Hale (ſome 
of them being already preſented in the publica- 
tion abovementioned) will, under the. ſame ac- 
curate, and learned hand be given to the public.

The additions that haye been made, during the 
period under our preſent notice, to our collec- 
tions of caſes adjudged in the courts of Law and 
Equity, have been already noticed in the pre- 
ceding ſection. 


The rapid accumulation and ſucceſſive repub- 
lications of our Statute law, have alſo been taken 
notice of in a former ſection of this compilation; 
it is therefore thought unneceſſary to dwell further 
on that ſubject in this place. It may, however, 
be proper to mention, that Mr. Barrington has 
contributed very much, in his Obſervations on the 
more antient Statutes, to the elucidation of the more 
remote and obſcure part of our legiſlative code,

Several publications, which poſſeſs a great ſhare 
of merit, have alſo of late years appeared, having 
more immediately for their object the General 
Law of Proceſs, or the rules and manner of pro- 
ceeding which the courts have preſcribed in the 
conduct of the cauſes that fall under their cog- 
nizance. Of theſe may be ranked among the firſt 
in order, the Theory of Evidence, exhibiting a very 
ſcientific diſtribution, and comprehenfive TO 
of that important branch of the practice of th 
law. This work, it is generally underſtood, was 
afterwards engrafted by the learned author into 
another, upon a collateral branch of the practice, 
and entituled an IHitute of the Law of Tria's at Ni/t 
Prius, which has been fince confiderably extended 
and enlarged * the additions of numerous au- 
thorities on the ſame lubject, by one of the pre- 
ſent learned judges of the court of King's Bench, 
under the more general title of An Inte oduction 1 
the Law relative to Trials at Ni Prius. 

Of the other publications illuſtrative of the 
practice of the law, it is here obſervable, that be- 
ing neceilarily compilations tor the moſt part from 
thoſe which preceded them, they do not in ge- 
neral poſſeſs any great ſhare of original merit, bat 
that having availed themſelves of the induſtry of 
their predecelſors, with the advantages of more 
modern information, they are conſequently more 
immediately intitled to the notice of the prac— 
titioner. The inquiſitive ſtudent will, however, 
find ſeveral of the authors who have written on 
ſubjects of practice within former Finde, igll 
deſerving his attention.

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Mr. Boote's Hiſtory of a Suit at Law claims 
notice as a rational account of the nature, origin, 
and import of the ſeveral legal manifeſts which 
have obtained in uſe as incidental to a ſuit in its 
progreſs towards a determination in the reſpec- 
tive law courts, and exhibits, in a perſpicuous 
method, a general and. hiſtorical account of the 
foundation and preſent ſtate of the ſeveral com- 
ponent parts of that branch of the practice. 


Beſides the republications of ſeveral former 
works of reputation in this line of profeſſional 
learning, Mr. Crompton has not only made an 
advantageous ule of thoſe compoſitions, but di- 
geſted, under a new and methodical arrangement, 
a ſyſtem of the practice of the courts of King's 
Bench and Common Pleas, which procured a 
very general ſhare of approbation, being eſteemed 
a very valuable and ſcientific performance. 


Mr. Impey has alſo, with great practical Know- 
ledge, compoſed ſeveral treatiſes on that branch 
of the law, more particularly adapted to the pur- 
poſes of an explicit and familiar introduction to 
the actual buſineſs of an attorney's office, which 
have alſo been well received. 


The practice of the Common Law Courts is 
further explained and exemplified in the publica- 
tion of Mr. Morgan's work, entituled, The At- 
torney's Vade Mecum and Client's Inſtructor;

and adapted to the uſe of practitioners, 


Several other publications, relative to various 
branches of the practice, and of afhſtances therein, 
have alſo of late years appeared, of which the titles 


will be found in their proper places in the General 


Catalogue of Law Books, which forms the other 
part of this publication. 


It is alſo peculiarly incumbent to notice in this 
place a publication, for which the practiſers in 
the court of Chancery are eminently indebted to 
the learned labours of Mr. Mitferd, who, in his 
Treatiſe of Pleadings in Chancery by Engliſh Bill, has 
deduced in an enlarged analytical method a ra- 
tional ſyſtem of that branch of the practice of 
the court of Chancery, illuſtrated and ſupported 
throughout by references to the authorities of 
rules, orders, anddeterminations of that court in the 
matters incident to this branch of its juriſdiction. 


The more general practice of that court has 


alſo been undertaken by Mr. Hinde, of the Six
